To Clenr Postofflce Site. • 


Although Postmaster 
Sullivan haa 


sent to Washington bids for furnish- 
:ing a temporary poatoffice and for 
•clearing the site for the new structure, 
nothing has as yet been heard from 
either.

Without delay, this 
disgraceful condition must he remedied. 


It must also bo borno in mind that 


wllhln recent years, tho Stato. has un- 
dertaken a largo amount ot public work, 
which was heretofore carried on by 
towns and municipalities, or wan not 
performed al all. 
Public education has been more diver- 


sified and enlarged. Provision 1ms been 
mado for defective children, traveling 
libraries, high school education, pro 
fessional supervision, medical inspec- 
tion, child labor and school attendance. 
All these and other valuable develop- 
ments in the normal progressive policy 
of public education require increased 
State appropriations. 


The maintenance of our State high- 


ways, demnnilcd by our citizens is an- 
other example of many functions now

locnl nulhorilics. This brief recital is 
indicative of llio increased burdens of 
the State, necessitating nn Income much

racnt without impairment of efficiency; 
but still more certain is tho need for 
increasing the capacity of the State to 
meet those obligations which are de- 
manded by the legitimate requirements 
of its citizens. 


Provisions for meeting the increasing 


demands upon the general treasury 
without Imposing unequal and unjust 
burden's, require the most careful con- 
sideration, and a thorough examination 
of the various means available for in- 
creasing the State revenue from new 
sources before increasing the present 
rates on properly or privilege already 
taxed. 
. . 
The manifest advantage of obtaining 


additional revenue from sources hith- 
erto untouched is that it tends to distri- 
bute the burden of taxation moro 
equitably, and does not disturb exist- 
ing methods and rates of taxation to 
which wo have become accustomed and 
lo which business has been adjusted. 


Jt is well to bear in mind in this con 


neclion the policy inaugurated last yea 
of allowing no exiienditiiN-s by depart 
nicnts in excess of their appropriations 
and as the limit of floating 
indebtcc 


ness has been reached, nothing but th 
net revenue for the fiscal year will b 
available for appropriations. 


The passage of the Tax Act of 1312 


was a long step toward instituting a 
system of taxation suited to existing in- 


ustrial and economic conditions. Sev- 
ral recommendations of a joint special 
ommittee of the General Assembly 
were embodied in this act, while action 


pon other recommendations of the 
ommittee was deferred. The Board of 
'ax Commissioners created under this 
act has continued the investigation bc- 
jun by the special committee in order 
hat succeeding steps in the develpp- 
mentof the State's system of taxation 
may be logical. 


In view of what appeared to be an 


urgent necessity for additional public 
lunds, I instructed the Board of Tax 
Commissioners to embody in its report 
recommendations for increasing 
the 


State revenue, and to give particular 
attention to the development of new 
sources, to the end that the distribution 
of tax burden should be more equitable 
and the present system remain undis- 
turbed. 
The most important suggestion in 


this report is the enactment ot an In- 
heritance Tax Law. 
I consider this 


suggestion a timely one. There are but 
five states in the Union besides Rhode 
Island that do not impose some form of 
tax on legacies and successions. 


The enactment of the proposed law 


will impose but a very moderate tax 
burden at a time when it would be most 
easily borne, and this method of taxa- 
tion is recognized as a necessary com- 
ponent of a well balanced revenue sys- 
tem by economists and administrators 
alike, and it is employed by enlightened 
governments throughout the world. 


There appears to be no sound reason 


why Rhode Island should longer delay 
in takinc so logical a step in the devel- 
opment of its reverjue system; and 1 
recommend that the General Assembly 
take this milter under immediate con-

AMENDMENT OF TIIK CONSTITUTION. 
By Joint Resolution of tho General 


Assembly of 1012, a commission was 
created to consider tho amendment and 
revision of the constitution 
of 
the 


State. This commission made report, 
oa required by the resolution, to the 
General Assembly at its January Ses- 
sion, 1916, submitting a constitution 
which in many respects proposed im- 
portant changes in our fundamental 
law. Some of the substantial changes 
deal with the following subjects: 


I. Full manhood suffrage with a pro- 


vision that will enable the electors of a 
city or town to extend or abridge tho 
franchise for local purposes. 


II. Representation in the Senate on 


the basis of jwpulation. 


III. 
Self-government in matters of 


local administration. 


IV. Appointment liy the Governor, 


with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, of all Stale officers other than 
General Officers and members of the 
General Assembly. 


V. Extension of the veto power ol 


the Governor. 
VI. 
Biennial sessions of the Genera 


Assembly, compensation of members 
abolition of mileage, nnd certain re 
strictions on legislative power. 


VII. 
Certain amendments to thi 


Bill of Rights embracing changes it 
judicial procedure. 


VIII. Changes in method of amend- 


ing the Conslilulion and provision for a 
constitutional convention every twenty 
years. 
. . 
IX. Provision for a law in civil ac- 


tions thnt an agreement of nine or 
more jurors may be accepted by the 
court as a verdict. 


I earnestly urge, in fairness to the 


public, in due respect to the eminent 
commission which framed this proposed 


ehould be made 'continuing appropria- 
tions, and should not ho considered an- 
nually by Ihe legislature; while those 
which aro found to be in need of revi- 
sion should bo changed by statutory en- 
actment. In this way, tho diligence of 
the legislature and the finance commit- 
tees could bo more closely nnd effect- 
ively applied to those appropriations 
which vary in amount from year to 
year, and which must bo based upon 
tho fluctuating requirements ot tho de- 
partments to which they apply. 


It frequently occurs that bills calling 


for tho expenditure of substantial Burns 
arc not presented unlil lale in tho ses- 
sion. This condition could ho relieved 
by a provision of law making impossi- 
ble Ihe introduction of measures of this 
character after a certain period except- 
ing upon recommendation of tho Gov- 
ernor.

A financial survey of the various do-

It is well known thf t the executive 


has no voice in proposing amendments 
to the constitution. Amendments to 
the constitution of Rhode fsland are 
matters resting exclusively upon the 
General Assembly and the electors of 
the State. A resolution proposing a 
change in the constitution, which must 
first originate in the General Assembly 
docs not require the approval of the 
Governor, nor has he any power to veto 
it. Notwithstanding this limitation of 
executive power, I deem it proper to 
use my influence in legitimate ways in 
the advancement of such amendments 
to our constitution as I believe the peo- 
ple desire to vote upon. 


I have been an advocate of the propo- 


sition to submit to a vote of the people 
an amendment to the constitution re- 
moving the "so-called" property quali- 
fication. I shall continue this advocacy. 
The limited property qualification now 
retained in our constitution is confined 
to the right of tax payers in the cities 
to select city cauncflmen and in towns 
to control appropriations in financial 
town meeting. In my judgment there 
is sufficient demand on the rjart of the 
electors of the State to require immedi- 
ate action by the General Assembly in 


solved this problem completely. To re- 
duce illiteracy to the lowest degree, 
some further action, definite and prac- 
tical, seems necessary in order to reach 
illiterates boyond the inslruclion of the 
schools.

The ob- 
jects sought may be realized in the es- 
tablishment of so-called continuation 
schools, which are maintained in other 
sections of the country.

The molasses trade involved the use 


of vast numbers of casks, most of 
which were manufactured in Newport, 
Coopers were on almost every wharf, 
and the docks were filled with bundles 
of hoop-poles, soaking in the salt water, 
preparatory to use. No such exhibitions 
appear now. 


The Long Whsrf was lined with boat 


builders' shops, always kept busy, up 
la their full capacity, making boaU for 
ourown vessels, and for vessels from all 
points along oar coast, Newport built 
boats being esteemed better than any 
other build. This is now a compara- 
tively languishing business, although it 
13 safe to say that no better than New- 
port boats are or can be built.
